LABOR’S DEMAND. 


Wisconsin Union Paper Makers Adopt 
the 65 Hour Rule. 


They Say it Must Begin on April 11—No Reduction in Pay— 
Time and a Half for All Sunday Work—Manufacturers 
Say Conditions Are Now More Favorable for a Clos- 
ing of Mills Than They Have Been, 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeton, Wis., April 6, 1903.—As has been reported in 
this correspondence rumors have been rife for two or three 
weeks past that further agitation was in prospect for 
the short hour labor week. Late last week the mills in the 
Fox River Valley where union labor is employed received 
the following letter : 


GENTLEMEN—In view of the fact that the members of 
the Brotherhood in the Fox River Valley are dissatisfied 
vith the long hours we are working, at a joint meeting of 
the lodges of Neenah, Appleton and Kaukauna a new 
working schedule was adopted, and we beg to acquaint you 
with the same. 

First, a sixty-five hour week for tour workers, the week 
for the day tour to begin at 7 a. m. Monday and end at 
6 ». m. Saturday. For the night tour, to begin at 6 p. m. 
Monday and end at 7 a. m. Saturday, with no reduction in 
pay. Time and one-half for all Sunday repair work. 

Second, finishing room help to begin work at 7 a. m. 
Monday and end at 12 noon Saturday, with no reduction 
n pay. Time and one-half for all overtime. This sched- 
ile to take effect April 11, 1903. 

We trust you will recognize the justice of this 
lemand. Yours respectfully,

It will be seen from the above that the labor question bids 
fair to be reopened immediately, and this time the union 
equirement comes in the form of an unequivocal demand 
rather than a “request.” While the manufacturers have 
felt that something of this kind was coming, it was not 
xpected so soon, nor perhaps in quite so emphatic a form. 
lhe letter states that the new working schedule has been 
dopted and that it will take effect April 11. The only 
nference to be drawn is that if the manufacturers do not 
recognize the schedule their men will strike. 

A number of the manufacturers concerned have been in- 
terviewed by your correspondent. All said they had not 
lecided what their course would ‘be. Some of them inti- 
mated that the conditions were more favorable now for 
shutting down than they had been for a long time previous- 
v. The book market especially is in a bad way, and then 
the high price of coal and of all other materials entering 
nto the cost of paper affects all kinds of paper and is not 
‘roperly reflected in the price. No threats of lockout were 
nade, but it was mentioned that if the mills should be 
ompelled to suspend for a while-the result would be less 

rious now than it would have been at any previous time

for two or three years. 

The mills where the letter reproduced above has been 
eceived are those of the Kimberly & Clark Company, in 
Neenah and Appleton; the C. W. Howard Company and 
Strange Paper Company, of Menasha; the Neenah Paper 
Company and Winnebago Paper Mills, of Neenah; River 
ide Fibre and Paper Company, Atlas Paper Company and 
Celulah Paper Company, Appleton. The non-union mills 
hat have not received the letter are those of the Whiting 
Paper Company and Menasha Paper Company, Menasha; 
the Patten Paper Company, Appleton, and Outagamie Pa- 
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per Company, of Kaukauna. Up to the time of writing the 
Thilmany Pulp and Paper Company and the Combined 
Locks Paper Company, of Kaukauna and Combined Locks 
respectively, had nét: received the letter. The Combined 
Locks people say they: are operating their mill practically 
upon the short hour system now, as they only run long 
hours when rushed; and then pay time and a half for the 
extra time. They do not expect, therefore, to have any 
trouble. 

So far as known no demand for the short hours has 
been made of the mills on the Wisconsin River nor else- 
where throughout the State. The movement seems to be 
confined to the Fox River Valley. It is stated by a rep- 
resentative of the Brotherhood that the effect of the agita- 
tion in the Michigan mills set down to begin last Saturday 
is expected to have a strong bearing upon the case in the 
Fox River Valley. If the men are successful in Michigan, 
it will give them a ground for saying that they are bring- 
ing the competitors of the Fox River mills to the short 
hours, and therefore that the Fox River Valley mills ought 
to recognize the same schedule. 

The labor situation in this community has been de- 
scribed so frequently in these columns that readers must 
be familiar with it. It is only necessary to say that the 
Fox River Valley manufacturers, as a rule, believe in the 
short hours, and will adopt them voluntarily just as soon 
as their competitors do, but they do not feel that they 
ought to be asked to adopt them any sooner. If the union 
would wait till it could perfect its organization everywhere 
to such a point that it could make demand for the short 
hours of all the mills at the same time, the short 
would be gracefully granted. Manufacturers in separate 
districts, however, naturally object to bearing the burden 
of short hours before their competitors do so.

A. B. Trentman to Build Board Mill. 


Reports reached New York this week of plans for a new 
straw board and speciality board mill which is to be built 
on the Wabash River at Mt. Carmel, Ill., by A. B. Trent- 
man, of Fort Wayne, Ind., formerly identified with the 
Utility Paper Company, of Mt. Carmel, and the Paragon 
Paper Company, of Eaton, Ind., which two mills were 
taken over by the United Box Board and Paper Company. 
The new mill will have three machines, which will make 
about 100 tons of boards per day. Of this tonnage about 
40 is to be of straw board and the balance, 60 tons, of special- 
ties, the latter including jute fibre, sulphite, high grade 
combination and chemically filled boards. The power will 
be principally water power. The mill is to be equipped in 
the best possible manner, no expense being spared to make 
it as perfect a board mill as is possible. Plans for the mill 
have already been drawn and bids for the 
and equipment solicited.

The straw board production of the United Box Board 
and Paper Company has been practically wiped out for 
the past few weeks, owing to the company’s inability to 
gather in sufficient raw straw with which to supply its 
mills. The soft condition of the soil of Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois is one of the reasons back of this shortage of raw 
material, The farmers in those States have positively re- 
fused to allow any carting to be done over their lands 
until the ground regains its normal condition. But as it 
has rained almost continuously in that section for the past 
six or eight weeks the hoped for improvement in the soil 
has not as yet taken place. As a result the United’s 
supply of straw at its mills in those States entirely dis- 
appeared three weeks ago.

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REPORTS ON PRICES AND DEMAND. 





The Demand on Manufacturers Keeps Up Well, and Nearly 
All Mills Are Busy—Jobbing Trade Fair 
and Growing Better. 





Business in the New York market has been a little quiet 
for the past few weeks. The falling off in the demand, 
however, has been particularly noticeable since the first 
of the month. But while the volume of new busi- 
ness has been disappointing the mill situation continues 
fairly strong. That there are signs of “mellowness” 
in quotations in certain directions is admitted. Low 
grade manilas are the papers that are reputed to be “off” 
in price. Book papers are not as firm as they were, if 
current gossip is to be taken as indicating the condition 
of the market on super and machine finished book. The 
agents of the large book paper mills, however, still con- 
tinue to report plenty of new orders at the old prices. 
lf their statements are true the signs of weakness must 
come from the smaller manufacturers who happen to 
need business. In writings there has been no change 
as yet. The demand for them is said to be just about as 
good with the mills as it has been all winter. But even 
should there be a material falling off in the demand for 
writings, it is prophesied that there would be no change 
in quotations, as the mills could be kept running profit- 
ably on stock sizes, of which all the writing mills of the 
country are absolutely bare. Such preparation for the 
future, together with the orders that will be booked 
meantime, will certainly take the mills over the sum- 
mer without any period of enforced idleness because of 
poor business. To a considerable extent the same thing 
holds true in the book paper branch of the industry. In 
the news paper line this matter of bringing the surplus 
up to the average quantity usually kept on hand through- 
out the country should not be forgotten, as it is estimated 
that a month’s production would be needed for the pur- 
pose mentioned. Boards continue in good demand at the 
list prices. In paper bags the market is dull, as all con- 
sumefs are “loaded” with supplies. Building papers of 
all kinds are no doubt more active than any of the other 
kinds of paper. Summarizing the market situation, it 
can be said with truth that the volume of new business 
being booked is somewhat less than it has been, but that 
a normal business is being done. Quotations remain 
practically unchanged. Continued bad weather has hurt 
trade this spring. This being the case, some material 
weakness in prices might have manifested itself were it 
not for the fact that the mills have so much business 
ahead, In this connection it should be stated that there 
are a number of factors that help to hold up quotations, 
not the least of which is the fear of further labor troubles. 





Massachusetts Mills on Full Time.

Business among the mills has continued good during the 
week, and all of them have been able to run full time as 
the high water has receded.

The American Writing Paper Company reports trade 
as being above the average for this time of year, and all 
of its mills are being run full 

The Whiting Paper Company is turning out a greater 
amount of paper now than last year at the same time, 
while the Valley Paper Company reports good sized or- 
ders on hand. 

The Carew and Hampshire mills at South Hadley Falls 
report trade as active, and healthy orders are being steadily 
filled in these mills.

No signs of any let up 
in trade movements are at present discernible from deal- 


ers’ point of view. Slow deliveries on the part of manu-

The paper market has shown much activity in the past 
few weeks, notwithstanding the season and the many days 
of unfavorable weather, which has had a tendency to les- 
sen local trade in other lines, and to make country roads 
well nigh impassable. The huge amount of spring ad- 
vertising, not only in the larger cities but elsewhere in 
a lesser degree, has created an unusual demand for news 
paper. 

Wrapping paper is in good demand, better, perhaps, 
than for the corresponding season last year, but the in- 
crease is not said to be more than can be normally ex- 
pected as a result of growing trade in all lines. Prices 
show few changes and are firm at figures quoted. 

There is a brisk demand for the better grades of 
writing paper What is true of writings also holds good 
of ledger papers to a considerable degree. Prices are 
stiff at the advanced figures from the causes heretofore 
given. 

Straw board conditions are not different from what 
they were last week. Lack of straw still handicaps the 
manufacturing end of the industry, while the amount of 
goods that could be sold exceeds the amount which can 
be delivered. 

“How do I regard the outlook?” said a paper man last 
week. “Well, I should say that it has never been any 
better. I fail to discern any cause for alarm anywhere. 
We have, I am sure, every cause to be optimistic. The 
paper business is a pretty good barometer of general con- 
ditions, or, stating it the other way, when all industries 
are as active as they are at present it is safe to assume 
that the paper business is good. Labor troubles may 
affect us indirectly, but nething but a widespread labor 
war would be apt to curtail the demand.” M.

Nevertheless, when 
questioned very closely some of the manufacturers admit 
that they will manage to “squeeze in” a little more busi- 
ness every day on the principle that “there is always 
room for one more.” Nearly all grades are enjoying 
the advantage of the spring impetus, but none more so 
than supers. Prices are decidedly stiff and promise to re 
main so, A change in quotations is certain to come, It 
has been hinted at for some time. Even special makes, 
such as law book papers, lithographs, &c., are in heavy 
demand at prices that insure a fair margin of profit.

“Among the many young women paper counters at the 
mill of the Wisconsin River Paper and Pulp Company 
there is one who is believed to hold the State record for 
speed. Miss Fannie Ball has an average of 350,000 sheets 
in ten hours. 

“Paper is usually sold by the ream—soo sheets—and Miss 
Ball has counted 700 reams in ten hours. Seven hundred 
reams would mean 350,000 sheets. To accomplish this she 
must count at the rate of 583 sheets to the minute, or ap- 
proximately ten sheets to the second. The paper counted 
weighed forty pounds to the ream, and therefore she count- 
ed 28,000 pounds, or 14 tons, of paper in ten hours. 

“The paper counters use the thumb and first three fingers 
of the right hand. The movement is a quick one, and each 
time the counter, with almost unerring accuracy, takes six 
sheets of paper to each member, thus counting a quire, or 
twenty-four sheets, each time.”

No injunction could be secured on Sunday, and when 
Manager Reynolds, of the paper company, ordered the 
men to cease work he received a refusal. He consequently 
ordered a line of the company’s fire hose turned on the 
men. That quickly caused a cessation of their labors. The 
trackmen boarded the construction train and left. 

Paper mill employees and citizens then united in tearing 
up the tracks.

The Employees of the Orono Pulp and Paper Company 
Stop Work—They Want Shorter Hours— 
About Fifty Men Go Out. 


Bancor, Me., April 4, 1903.—About fifty men, includ- 
ing the paper makers, employed in the mill of the Orono 
Pulp and Paper Company, at Basin Mills, struck today 
for a reduction of hours. 


Drying Pasteboard. 

Although much has been written on the subject of drying 
pasteboard, paper and other materials for paper making, 
there are still many manufacturers who can only with diffi- 
culty give a correct idea as to which drying system works 
economically, well and cheaply. This is amply proved by 
the many contradictory inquiries that are made, writes Dr. 
Burckhardt, in the Papier Zeitung. 

“In the first place, the mistake is made in the steam gen- 
erating plant, for some manufacturers can never get their 
boilers small enough in their efforts to save on everything. 
This mistaken economy usually revenges itself sooner. or 
later, as when the output increases more, and not less, steam 
is always wanted, or perhaps slight alterations are made 
which necessitate more and more steam. If, say, a boiler 
of 10 to 15 square metres heating surface be apparently 
sufficiently large to feed a rag boiler and a drying cylinder 
for pasteboard, a boiler of 20 to 25 square metres heating 
surface would be much better, as the larger boiler would, 
as experience has shown, work more economically, thus 
making the steam supply cheaper in the long run. More- 
over, there is the satisfaction of knowing that the boiler 
can always respond to a bigger demand upon it should oc- 
casion require. 

“Pasteboard and cardboard are frequently dried upon 
drying cylinders, principally where good drying floors are 
not available, or where the necessary space therefor cannot 
be had, also where as much pasteboard as possible is to be 
dried in the shortest possible time. As a case in point, I 
was asked a while ago if a sheet of pasteboard, 2 milli- 
metres thick, could be completely dried by passing it twice 
over a drying cylinder? Such a question cannot be an- 


swered without further data, as it depends very much 
whether the stuff in question is porous and unsized, or 
sized and fine grained. Pasteboard made from the “former 
material would dry more easily and quicker than paste- 
board made from the latter stuff, which would take longer 
and be much more difficult to dry. 

“It may be said, therefore, that sized pasteboard or card- 
board cannot be completely dried by passing them twice 
over drying cylinders. It is consequently impossible to 
turn out large quantities of satisfactory stuff in an exceed- 
ingly short space of time. If at all possible, it is well in 
such cases to erect a smaller or larger drying floor, which 
can be done as a rule at a comparatively low cost.” 


Aqueduct Collapse Stops Canal Traffic. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, April 7, 1903.—The recent collapse of the 
Ross Run aqueduct of the canal at St. Bernard is more 
serious by far than at first supposed. It will be impos- 
sible to resume canal traffic south of Hamilton before 
June 1, by which time the new aqueduct will be completed. 
Though an effort was made to repair the aqueduct after 
the collapse the structure was so worn out that it began to 
crumble. In the meantime the Miami and Erie Canal 
Transportation Company is rushing to completion its new 
power stations at Hamilton and Lockland, and will be in 
a position to do a much heavier business when traffic is 
renewed on the south end of the line. Transportation be- 
tween Dayton and Hamilton and intermediate points has 
not been interrupted. M. V.

The Importance of the Water Supply Not to Be Overlooked 
in Making a Selection, Especially for a Plant 
Intended to Make Writings or Colors. 


By H. Romanorr. 

In selecting a site for a paper mill, particularly for pro- 
ducing fine papers or colors, the nature and mineral con- 
tents of the water supply are naturally and very properly 
often, if not almost always, subjected to a good deal of 
criticism. A sample is submitted to analysis, and if the 
mineral contents are satisfactory in composition and quan- 
tity, especially if only a trace of iron salts is found in 
addition to the water being soft, the supply is generally 
considered equal to requirements, and here the matter 
definitely rests. 

Now, iron is quite often to blame for changes of shade 
and discolorations of various kinds, and in the case of fine 
white papers traces of iron are well worthy of attention 
wherever they may be found, whether it be in the water, 
the sizing, the pulp, or, in fact, in any constituent at all 
or substance entering into the process. There is, how- 
ever, another impurity of water which is of far more con- 
sequence to the producer of brilliant or pure whites than 
iron, for the reason that it is hardly ever looked for by the 
average chemist in water for manufacturing purposes, 
and that substance is the variety of organic matter known 
as “humus,” probably for want of a better term. Cases 
occur every once in a while where the water supply is 
satisfactorily soft, and in fact almost free from mineral 
salts, and yet appears incapable of uniformly producing 
a white without the yellow cast. Sometimes the yellow 
cast appears in the paper by reflected light, sometimes 
by transmitted light, and sometimes by both. This is 
quite often, as has been mentioned before, due to organic 
matter in the water, and at times of freshets the trouble 
is liable to be laid altogether in the wrong place. 

Such soluble “humus” or organic matter is always pre- 
cipitated by alum or sulphate of alumina, hence remains 
in the paper and gives to white a yellow cast. Fortunate- 
ly it is no difficult or tedious matter to apply a few simple 
tests which settle the question of the presence or absence 
of such organic matter once for all, and without there 
being any doubt at all in the matter. If a large white 
evaporating basin be filled with the water in question and 
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covered with a suitable hood to prevent dust, &c., from 
getting in it will plainly show what is the matter on 
evaporating down to a small bulk over a very small flame, 
best on a sand bath. : 

The organic matter will separate out in dark brown or 
black flocks, and from an apparently perfectly clear and 
colorless water you may get a very considerable amount 
of separated matter, Another test is to fill a tall, thin, wide 
glass beaker with the water in question, carefully and 
thoroughly mix with it some potash alum or sulphate of 
alumina solution, place the beaker on a piece of white 
paper, and cover it up well with a cloth or paper. After 
twenty-four hours the precipitate formed will have col- 
lected at the bottom and may easily be startling in amount. 
Another good test is to use a similar beaker full of the 
water to be tested, add a few drops of pure strong sul- 
phuric acid, and then color the water pink with a few 
drops of potassium permanganate solution. The longer 
the pink coloration lasts when covered up dark the freer 
from organic matter the water is. On this same princi- 
ple depends the so called permanganate titration test used 
by some analytical chemists to determine approximately 
how much organic matter a water contains. In the very 
worst cases water containing soluble humus is bright and 
colorless, and these cases are the worst, because as a 
rule the real reason of the yellow cast is not even remote- 
ly suspected. Not tarely, however, if the water is exam- 
ined a little more carefully than by simple inspection, a 
distinct yellowish tinge may be detected. Procure two 
long cylinders of colorless glass from a chemical appa- 
ratus dealer, and fill one with pure filtered distilled water. 
Fill the other cylinder with the water in question, and 
compare the two by looking through each cylinder at a 
piece of white paper on which they are placed. Then re- 
place the distilled water by backwater from the machine 
carefully filtered, and it will not take a Philadelphia lawyer 
to draw an accurate conclusion. If the water supply 
comes from a calcareous deposit there is little fear of 
soluble humus being present, unless by accidental con- 
tamination during flow.. In presence of potassium salts it 
is always well to look carefully for organic matter of this 
character. In this peculiar field there is ample oppor- 
tunity for the advocates of the electrolytic processes to 
demonstrate something practical. The flocculent humus 
is quickly affected and destroyed by free chlorine, and 
very little of it is needed to do the work. An inexpensive 
apparatus, through which the water could run quickly and 


be treated with its quota of electrolytic chlorine, would 
no doubt be very much of a success. The moral of this 
story is that even in waters not supposed to be potable it 
pays to look for organic matter, more particularly if in- 
tended for paper making, even if the water is bright and 
colorless, 


Peribonka Pulp Company. 

The idea of building a pulp mill on the Peribonka River, 
in Canada, is that of P. A. Potvin, a young man who was 
then manager of the Du Tremblay Hotel. He interested 
the proprietor of the hotel, Thos. du Tremblay, in the proj- 
ect, and with his assistance organized the Peribonka Pulp 
Company. Some Quebec people were induced to enter the 
company and in the fall of 1900 work was begun. 

The Peribonka pulp mill is situated on the Little Peri- 
bonka River, on the north of Lake St. John, 4 miles by 
land from the mouth of the river. It is equipped with 
four grinders, seven screens and five machines, and has a 
daily production of 40 tons of wet pulp. 

In November, tgo1, the first pulp was turned out and the 
grinders have been continuously at work since that time. 

The company will soon begin the erection of an 80 ton 
pulp mill at the Chute Blanche. During last summer the 
company did considerable work in turning into the 
Little Peribonka the Riviére des Aigles, which previously 
emptied into the Grand Peribonka. By this work the com 
pany is provided with a flow of water that will insure the 
operation of both mills to their full capacity. 

The officers of the company are: Thomas du Tremblay, 
president; Hon. A. Robitaille, provincial secretary; vice 
president, P. A. Potvin, secretary, and these with Joseph 
Samson, J. B. E. Letellier and Naz. Bernatchez comprise 
the board of directors. 


Cutter Girls Return te Work. 

Puiraperiruia, April 7, 1903.—Five of the twenty-two 
culter girls who caused the M. & H. Nixon Paper Com- 
pany’s Flat Rock paper mills to shut down for more than 
a week by going out on a strike, returned to work on 
Friday last, and the company resumed operation in the 
calender department. As a break has been made from 
the strikers, it is thought others will return to work. The 
girls asked to have their wages increased from $6 to $7 
a week and their time reduced from twelve to eleven 
hours a day.

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The Lewis Bill. 


Our Watertown correspondent in his letter this week 
gives some facts in regard to the Lewis bill, and the mat- 
ters connected with it, that it would be well for the editors 
of some of the New York dailies to know, or rather to 
recognize, for it seems hardly possible that they do not 
know them. Apparently they are ignoring them in their 
efforts to defeat the bill in question. Cries of “wood pulp 
trust” and wails for the imaginary wrongs of the public 
will scarcely hide the truth in the matter, although they 
may befog some for the time being. The bill has been 
reported favorably, and its supporters, who are in the vast 
majority and who represent interests far in excess of those 
opposed to it, expect that it will become a law. 


Light Weight Book Paper. 


An editorial writer in the Chicago Record-Herald, after 
Stating that English manufacturers are far ahead of us in 
the production of light weight book paper, says: 

Let the weary handed novel reader cheer up and let the 
frowning bookworm smooth the kinks out of his back 
and brow. The inventive American has at last discovered 
a process for making light weight book paper, and some 
of our publishers have begun to use it. If the public shows 
a proper preference for the light weight books the old 
and ponderous style of volume is doomed. The reader will 
no longer be driven to the Hobson’s choice of suffering 
with aching wrists and ruffled temper if he holds the 
book in a natural position or taxing his eyesight and his 
health by leaning over the book as it lies on a table. Five 
years ago several American publishers began agitating for 
a light paper of this kind. It has taken a long time to get 
it, but at last the manufacturers are producing something 
satisfactory. It is not smooth, like the old clay weighted 
paper, hence it cannot be used for half-tone illustrations, 
but as a rule one would rather go without the pictures and 
get a book that weighs 30 or 40 per cent. less, so that it 
can be read without physical weariness. 


American paper makers have a weakness for producing 
whatever the market demands. The feather weight papers 
are being made in response to a distinct call for them, and 
if the publishers, or rather the public, continue to ask for 
them and are willing to pay the price, paper makers will 
undoubtedly make as much feather weight paper as may 
be required. 

The making of such papers is not a matter of which 
our mill men are ignorant. They can make them. They 
do make them. They can make them in any quantity re- 
quired, and if the publishérs interpreting the desires of the 
“dear public” will make their orders for “feather weight” 
paper, those orders will have prompt and careful attention. 
Of course the publishers and the public must be willing 
to pay an increased price per pound for such papers, and 
when they are they will find the paper makers both willing 
and able to produce the goods.

There may be some ground for similar complaint 
in the paper frade, but as a rule United States paper is 
well packed. It is important that it should be, and manu 
facturers will find it profitable to heed buyers’ instructions 
on this as well as on other points. If we are to sell goods 
abroad we must cater to consumers’ wants there just as we 
do to those in the domestic market, 
will only result in loss of trade. 

The Australasian field is one of progress. Its people are 
active business men, and they express a preference for 
United States paper. Our paper makers should take ad- 
vantage of that fact and profit by it.

In our London letter this week there will be found the 
substance of an address made by the chairman of the 
directors of the United Alkali Company to the stockholders 
of the company, setting forth the reasons for the break 
in the bleaching powder market near the close of last year. 
The United Alkali Company and the German manufac- 
turers have had for a term of years an agreement as to 
output and prices. With each renewal of this agreement 
the Germans demanded a larger share for their factories, 
and when the question of renewal came up a few months 
ago the Germans practically asked that their factories 
have a share of the business sufficient to keep them run- 
ning on full time. To do this the United would have had 
to shut down some of its plants, and consequently the 
Britishers declined the proposition. The restrictions being 
removed, and each left to work out his own salvation, 
both British and German manufacturers scrambled for 
business. The result was a decided collapse of prices, of 
which of course the United States paper maker reaps a 
benefit. The latter is now softly whistling “It’s an ill 
wind,” &c. 


The French paper makers are considering the advisabil- 
ity of establishing a bureau to buy materials for the entire 
industry. The committee to which was entrusted the 
work of formulating a plan suggests that there be four 
buying bodies, to-deal respectively with rags and pulps, 
chemicals, sizes and fillers, and coal and sundries, the cen- 
tral exchange and warehouse being located in Paris. Theo- 
retically the scheme looks well. It sounds as though it 
would be of practical value, and it may be in France. In 
Great Britain a similar plan has been considered, but not 
adopted, while in this country it would never reach the 
point of consideration. 


According to a Western newspaper a girl in a Wisconsin 
mill holds the record for counting paper, she being able to 
count 350,000 sheets in ten hours. It is not stated what 
kind of paper it is, or the size of the sheets. However, 
the East has a multitude of girls who consider that they 
are experts in the counting line, and it is now in order 
for them to speak up and tell what they can do. We 
wonder whether the East or the West has the nimbler 
fingers. 


Just think of it—straw board production exhausted. 
Just when such a,condition of affairs has existed before, 
straw board men do not know. The reason for it is simply 
that the heavy rains~have made the ground so soft that 
the farmers decline to allow the board men to haul the 
straw from the fields. Consequently the box straw board 
mills have no raw material. To say the least the situation 
is somewhat curious. 


May 4 promises to be an interesting day in Washington 
for paper makers and dealers. Proposals for supplying the 
various departments with their paper supplies during the 
ensuing year are to be opened on that day, and calls have 
been issued to mill men and distributers to make known 
what they will do in the matter. The present condition 
of the market ought not to entourage price cutting. 


Paper Easter eggs are being distributed as a souvenir 
by a railroad. They were devised by the chief of the 
literary bureau of the road. Paper eggs for Easter or 
any other occasion shou!d find many warm advocates, 
the more especially among those people of the stage 
who play one night stands. 





The cutter girls in the Nixon mills at Philadelphia have 
gone back to work, and the mill is rumning as usual.

Paper Rulers Make Demands.

The Paper Rulers’ Union of Chicago recently made a 
demand upon the paper houses of Chicago for an increase 
in wages amounting, it is said, to 15 or 20 per cent. in- 
crease over the present schedule. The demand, it is said, 
was made on all the jobbing houses which run ruling ma- 
chines. After some discussion a basis of settlement was 
agreed upon, whereby the matter has been left in the 
hands of an arbitration committee, composed of three men 
appointed by the paper houses and three by the union. 
In case these cannot agree they are to choose a seventh 
man, who will decide the issue. A settlement of the con- 
troversy is looked for this week. M. 


Alexander Balfour's Will. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 7, 1903.—The will of Alexander 
Balfour was admitted to probate last Thursday and leaves 
his entire estate to his family. The petition filed by the ex- 
ecutors places the value of the estate at “$100,000 and up- 
ward,” but it is believed to be worth at least $1,000,000. 
The executors are authorized to continue his manufactur- 
ing business for a period of four years, at their discretion. 


Disappearing Paper. 

“Disappearing paper” is, we are informed, one of the 
latest literary inventions, says the New York Evening 
Post. By a French process, still unexplained, the paper 
is so treated with acid that it will perish within a fixed 
time, The uses to which this sort of paper may be put, 
provided the destruction of the paper can be accurately 
timed, are innumerable. With such paper the late Mr. 
Blaine’s “Burn this letter” need never have been penned. 
Upon disappearing stationery of fine quality the tender- 
est expressions may be lavished without fear either of 
breach of promise suits or the indiscretion of literary ex- 
ecutors. Check books composed of disappearing paper 
should be popular both with willing debtors and over 
certifying banks. Stock watering, furthermore, will at- 
tain an unheard of refinement when a certain proportion 
of the certificates are engraved upon this new material. 
Political strategy would gain a sensational manceuvre 
if the clerks at the polls could apply the destructive fluid 
to all the ballots of a party. Obviously, telegraph blanks 
on disappearing paper of the most rapid brand would be 
a great convenience to officers of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany in their communications with Senators, But there 
are also disadvantages: the most offensive caricaturists 
may, by the simple expedient of printing their cartoons 
upon disappearing paper, publish atrocious libels in the 
morning which will in the afternoon leave not a wrack 
behind. 





FOREIGN NOTEs. 


The Wintersche Papierfabriken A. G. in Hamburg, 
and the Papierstoff Fabrik, Niederkaufungen, Germany, 
have amalgamated. 

Federal Paper Mills Company, Limited, London, E. C., 
registered a trust deed March 5, 1903, for £15,000 second 
debentures; trustees: Henry Bull and F. G. Parbury, both 
of London, E. C., and A. M. Williamson, of Aberdeen; 
charged on land and mill thereon at Sydney, New South 
Wales, the undertaking, and all other property, including 
the uncalled capital. 


Paper, of Chinese origin, and believed to be about 
1,650 years old, is engaging the study of Mr. Himly, of 
Wiesbaden, Germany, one of the greatest experts in old 
Chinese literature. Old manuscripts were found by Dr. 
Swen Hedin, the Swedish explorer, in the Gobi desert, 
where he came across the ruins of an ancient city. The 
paper found by Dr. Hedin makes it probable that in the 
third century the production of paper from vegetable 
fibre had already become a fine art in China. 

The paper trade industry of Austria-Hungary is re- 
ported to be in a very unsatisfactory condition. Five 
reasons are given for the lowering tendency of prices, 
notwithstanding the increased demand: (1) The failure of 
the Credit Anstalt to form the various mills into a joint 
stock company; (2) the competition between the Vienna 
Paper Union and outside mills; (3) failure to obtain a cur- 
tailment in production; (4) the unfavorable conditions in 
regard to an export trade; and (5) the impossibility of 
controlling the inland market, It is mentioned that vari- 
ous papers are imported to the value of nearly 30,000,000 
k, per annum. It has been suggested that paper makers 
should create a fund by contributing a small percentage 
of the sale price to buy up mills that go into bankruptcy 
or from other causes suspend working. 


When mills are running at their maximum capacity it is 
considered ruinous to force the surplus for sale on the 
market at any price obtainable. With a view of arriving 
at some means of overcoming the evil, the mechanical 
wood pulp makers of Saxony recently held a meeting at 
Chemnitz, when a suggestion was made that it would be 
both in the interests of producers and buyers if a regular 
and steady supply of pulp could be depended upon. It 
was pointed out that high import duties lost their advan- 
tage when it was found that paper makers could not secure 
a sufficient quantity from local mills. It was contended 
that means were now available for storage of moist pulp 
in such a manner as to guard against deterioration, and 
makers were urged to give the matter their serious con- 
sideration. Regret was expressed that only a small num- 
ber attended the meeting. 

A special meeting of the French Paper Makers’ Asso- 
ciation took place in Paris recently, to take into consid- 
eration a report on the feasibility and desirability of paper 
makers buying in common all the raw materials they re- 
quire, such as rags, wood pulps, chemicals, minerals, colors, 
&c. The committee reported in favor of the proposal, and 
suggested grouping the various materials in classes, i. ¢., 
(1) rags and pulps, (2) chemicals, (3) sizing and filling 
matters, and (4) coals and sundries. Having regard to 
the wide extent of territory over which the various French 
mills were spread, the committee considered it desirable 
to divide up the country into eight districts, the makers in 
each to act in concert as a local group, reporting from 
time to time to the headquarters in Paris, as occasion de- 
manded. This proposal! was approved, presidents being 
elected for the different groups, which are to consider the 
matter among themselves, and report fully to a further 
meeting of the association to be held in Paris on May 2. 
The general idea seemed to be the creation of a sort of 


‘central exchange in Paris, having a warehouse attached, 


from which the various goods could be distributed to the 
different districts as required

The Gilbert Paper Company, of Menasha, is putting in 
a new Stirling water tube boiler. 

A workman in a paper mill at Penn Yann., N. Y., is said 
to have found recently a diamond pin worth $100 in some 
rags. 

There was no change reported this week in the affairs of 
the Excelsior Paper Company at Holyoke, Mass., and the 
mill is still shut down. It is stated that the future affairs 
of the company are indefinite. 

The American Writing Paper Company has nearly com- 
pleted the work on the Mt. Tom Division mill in chang- 
ing the mill over into a fine grade mill, and it is expected 
that the plant will be turning out paper in a short time. 

The Keney paper mill stock house, Hartford, Conn., 
which was sold to Cheney Brothers when the firm bought 
the water privilege and paper mill site for its power sta- 
tion, has been leased by the F. T. Blish Hardware Com- 
pany, 

Miles Kinney, an employee at the Frontenac paper mill, 
at Dexter, N. Y., narrowly escaped death last Friday. He 
was caught in a belt and had the clothing stripped from his 
body. He was badly bruised, but no bones were broken 
and he will recover. 


A Rhinelander, Wis., newspaper is authority for the 
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statement that Architect C. B. Pride has been making a 
survey of the water power on the Wisconsin River at that 
point to determine whether or not it warrants the construc- 
tion of a paper mill there by local capitalists. 


The toilet department at the mill of the Carthage Tissue 
Company, Carthage, N. Y., which was destroyed by fire a 
few days ago, will be in operation again within a month. 
New machinery has been ordered and will be set in a new 
building recently erected by the company. 


The Michigan Wood Pulp Company, Niles, Mich., an- 
nounces an increase of 10 per cent. in the wages of its cal- 
ender men and that hereafter those who have been receiv- 
ing $9 per week will receive $10, and $10.50 per week men 
will receive $12. It is unofficially stated the Niles Board 
and Paper Company will give their employees a similar 
raise. 

Since the water in the Wisconsin River subsided a week 
ago, work has been resumed on the site of the new paper 
mill of the Consolidated Water Power and Paper Com- 
pany at Grand Rapids, Wis. All the coffer dams have 
been completed and the water pumped out and work upon 
the foundations of the buildings commenced. Blasting in 
the wheel pit has also been resumed. 


A peculiar accident happened last week at the mill of 
the Green Bay Paper and Fibre Company. A crew of six 
men was at work on a staging in the inside of one of the 
digesters knocking off the old lining with sledges. A large 
section of the lining came down at once and broke the 
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staging, precipitating the men to the bottom, where they 
were covered with débris. They were rescued after about 
an hour’s hard work, and strange to say none of them 
were seriously injured though all were badly bruised. 

The discharge of an employee by Superintendent Cowie 
nearly resulted in a strike at the plant of the Remington- 
Martin Company, Norfolk, N. Y., last week. C. H. Rem- 
ington, general manager of the company, and President 
George Mackey, of the International Brotherhood of Pa- 
per Makers, took the matter in hand and settled the dis- 
pute in a satisfactory manner. 


Kalamazoo Paper Company. 


The Kalamazoo Paper Company has built at Kalamazoo, 
Mich., adjoining its old plant, a new two machine steam 
mill, which will be started up very soon. One machine— 
a 130 inch Fourdrinier—has already been installed and 
another will be put in later. 

The machine room, beating room and boiler house are 
of steel and brick construction, the others being of wood 
and brick. The dimensions of the various departments 
are as follows: 

Machine room, 72x234 feet; supercalender room, 54x180 
feet; finishing room, 54x126 feet; beating room, 164x78 
feet, rotary room, 82x78 feet; rag room, 64x78 feet; stock 
room, 73x78 feet; wood room, 55x78 feet, and boiler house,

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PULP IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Crude Processes of Manufacture—They Date Back a Long 
Time— How the Pulp Is Produced—Its 
Varied Uses, 





[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL] 


Ista DE Minvanao, P. I, January 30, 1903.—Cellulose 
manufacture was introduced into the Philippine Islands 
some hundreds of years ago by the Spaniards. Your cor- 
respondent found indications of the operation of making 
goods from this substance, dating as far back as 1700, 
when the Jesuit fathers undertook to cultivate the corn- 
stalk for the purpose of manufacturing cellulose for export 
and for local service. In 1800 something was done along 
these lines by the Spanish friars, and the fathers culti- 
vated large tracts of lands for the production of thé corn 
plant, from which the stalks are obtained. Corn is one 
of the chief substances upon which both man and beast 
thrive in the islands. Concerning cellulose manufacture, 
the writer visited most of the important islands and found 
that the business as a whole thrived in moderate propor- 
tions. In every instance the apparatus employed is very 
crude. Sometimes the old fashioned devices obtained 
from the sugar mill operators are remodeled for service 
in the working of the pulp. 

The pulp makers receive the stalks in bundles put up 
like that represented in the illustration. These bun- 
dies are gathered and made into convenient packages for 
transportation on the heads of natives or secured to the 
sides or backs of animals. Cutting comes next. The 
cutting devices of the natives vary in design and 
are of the crudest descriptions. There are very few ma- 
chines made according to the American design, in which 
there is a carrier for conveying the material to the cut- 
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ting knives. I saw no revolving bladed cylinders. The 
cutting or chopping is done in wood or stone bowls, hol- 
lowed out by long use. The cutting tool is a bolo knife 
or a chopping form of edged tool, made after the plan 
of a hatchet. The pieceseare chopped about one inch 
long. In this operation a goodly proportion of the husk 
and thé leaf passes through unpulverized. All the stock, 
however, is usually well cut, and as the outside shell is re- 
moved from the pith the resulting material is suitable for 
the next operations. The cutting, chopping and grind- 
ing contrivance is exhibited in the second sketch, 

The natives next effect a separation of the material. The 
leaves and the husks are separated from the rest of the stalk. 
The means provided for this work involve mainly manual 
exertion, Much of the separation is obtained simply by 
picking particles by hand. The quantities of dirt and 
general foreign matter are carefully and laboriously picked 
out with the fingers. Native boys and girls are usually 
employed at this work at wages ridiculously small. Some- 
times there is no wage at all paid and only board provided, 
worth in this country for the native about 4 cents per day. 
Sometimes 8 or 10 cents per day is paid as wages. The 
older and experienced natives receive about 25 cents per 
day. 


The boiling processes are, of course, for the purpose 
of reducing the substance to the required pulp. This is 
done by inserting the divided or separated material into 
one of the devices for boiling. The sketch shows one of 


the native boiling affairs. It is merely a stone chamber, 


with an open top and front. The open top is provided 
with one of the big metal kettles, such as one sees all 
through the islands. Into this kettle is placed the pre- 
pared material. Sufficient water is added to provide the 
proper moisture for the stock and boiling is started by 
building a wood fire below. Boiling is continued until 


the contents of the kettle are reduced to the necessary 


pulpy condition. 
ber of days. ‘ 

The natives not only manufacture a line of sheeted 
stuffs from this pulp, but they form all descriptions of ob- 
jects. They are fond of. making or casting figures. The 
figure of a man’s head is shown in one of the drawings. 
This pulp figure head is an odd presentation, made quite 
large, by casting in a mold, and is finished by coating 
with a varnish-like substance that the natives secure from 
the pine woods. The Moros of the island of Mindanao 
are particularly fond of wood carvings, and almost every 
house is furnished with more or less carved work. Some 
of the wood carvings represent many days of labor. The 
pulp figure shown is one of the fantastic signs of a native 
pulp form manufacturer, who had this sign made and 
worded in English to catch the foreign trade. 

All of the inhabitants of these islands are very free 
smokers. The cigar and tobacco stores do a very thriving 
trade. I noticed that there were pulp pipes in some of 
these stores. A drawing of one of these pipes is shown 
in the cut. Often the pulp stuff appears to be of a 
cracked and split order; then, again, it is hard and smooth 
in these pipes. The forms are first molded and then 
pressed until the fibre is rendered as firm as possible. 
Then the drying operation is performed by exposure to 
the heat of the sun or in bake ovens. Then the workman 
carves or engraves the desired amount of figure or scroll 
work on the surfaces until he gets the patterns to the 
needed state of completeness. Often the designs are quite 
elaborate. The polishing is effected by means of applica- 
tions of oil and cloth. Natives frequently devote consid- 
erable time and energy in polishing the parts. 

In reference to the sheet pulp, this is obtained almost 
precisely the same as the sheets of this substance are 
secured in other countries in which there is a lack of the 
modern contrivances. The pulp is admitted into a space 
between two rolls of wood and gradually squeezed until 
the required thinness is produced by pressure. That is, 
each succeeding set of rolls is a little closer together than 
its predecessor. The result is that when the sheet comes 
out of the final pair of rolls it is not only compact but 
is reduced to moderate thinness. After this the sheets 
are thoroughly dried out and then they are utilized in 
various forms as required. 

There is quite a goodly proportion of stationery manu- 
factured by the natives. Much of this stationery is made 
from the native product. A sample of one of the crude 
envelopes is illustrated. Instead of using a paste sub- 
stance for securing the flaps, the natives increase their 
work by lapping over the edges and sewing them together 
with thin bits of bamboo or hempen stuffs. These en- 
velopes sell for about one cent, native money, each. 
There is quite a demand for stationery of all descriptions 
and dealers derive considerable profit from their sales.

PAPER.—With the prospect of continued pleasant 
weather the demand for paper in the New York market has 
shown some slight improvement beginning on Monday of 
this week. Business with the dealers has been better be- 
cause of the apparent end of the rainy season, which has 
been unusually long and severe this spring. The lack of 
an active demand for paper for the past few weeks has, no 
doubt, been due in large measure to the very unfavorable 
weather. Some part of the business, however, that has 
been withheld is expected to be placed now that the sun 
is again shining. This business, added to the regular spring 
trade, are counted on to hold the market firm till June at 
least. Meantime no material changes in quotations are 
looked for. As the situation is today News paper and 
Writings are both firm, Book papers are not as strong as 
they have been, while the cheaper grades of Manilas are 
weak. The higher grades of Manilas are unchanged in 
price, the demand for them still being quite good. Build- 
ing papers are very active indeed. The demand for them 
is said to be far in excess of the supply. Boards of all 
kinds are also very active. Straw Boards have been prac- 
tically out of the market for the past few weeks as the 
Western farmers would not allow the board manufacturers 
to collect the old straw which they had sold to them, as 
the teams would cut up their farms, the soil being very wet 
from the long rains. As soon as the soil dries collections 
of ‘straw will againi be made. News Board and Manila 
Boards have been supplied to consumers instead of the

The Superior Paper Company owns one of the most 
recently erected mills in Kalamazoo, Mich., and in fact 
one of the most recently erected in the country. The com- 
pany regards its plant as one of the best planned and best 
equipped mills, from a paper maker’s standpoint, that there 
is in the West. 

The boiler room is 72 feet square, contains five ver- 
tical water tube boilers with the necessary pumps, feed 
water heater and automatic stokers. The engine room is 
40x84 feet and contains one 500 horse power cross com- 
pound condensing engine, one 250 horse power cross com- 
pound condensing engine, one 150 horse power simple 
Corliss engine and two 100 horse power simple Corliss 
engines.

The finishing room is 60x128 feet. It contains one 72 
inch Seybold press cutter and one 102 inch Kidder slitter 
and rewinder.
